During this coming Lent let us ever be mindful of the 
fact that, “Greater Love than this no man hath — that 
he lay down his life for his friend.”

But though this is one of the noblest ways of observ- 
ing Lent we must not slight smaller details, which un- 
important as they may seem, often entail a sacrifice 
even greater in spite of or perhaps because of the fact 
that they are not so noticeable. Small denials and mor- 
tifications occur more often in daily life than greater 
sacrifices, and they find as great an appreciation in the 
eyes of the Father, because they come from a heart 
devout and sincere. It is their total which forms the 
shadow of the Cross of Lent, and it is the ready accept- 
ance of this Cross and all that it implies which will in- 
crease for us the peace and happiness of the coming 
Easter.

Facts Yon Should Know 

The condition under which indulgences of the Jubilee 
Year may be gained were announced in a Papal Bulletin 
issued by the Holy Father, January 15. The Holy Year 
which is in honor of the Crucifixion and Resurrection 
of our Lord, will begin Passion Sunday, April 2, 1933, 
and will close Easter Monday, April 2, 1934. All Catho- 
lics are urged to receive the Sacraments frequently and 
to meditate especially on the Passion of Jesus Christ on 
Good Friday. Since the Plenary Indulgence of the Jubi- 
lee can be gained only in Rome, pilgrims are urged to 
go to Rome to venerate relics of the Passion, to receive 
the Papal Blessing, and to perform the exercises of the 
Holy Year. The Plenary Indulgence may be received 
personally, or it may be applied to the suffering souls 
in Purgatory. The faithful are invited to make pilgrim- 
ages to the Holy Land, though this is not necessary to 
gain the indulgence. 

This is the third Holy Year to be proclaimed by the 
present Pope. . The first one, in 1925, was the customary 
one declared every twenty-five years. The second, in 
1929, was in celebration of the Golden Jubilee of the 
Holy Father’s priesthood. The first Jubilee Year was 
proclaimed in 1300 by Pope Boniface VIII. 

The Holy Father has expressed a hope that all who 
are able will try to fill the conditions of the Jubilee, to 
pray and do penance for peace to souls and to the whole 
world.

The Christian home is the nucleus of family life and 
the center of family happiness, but this it cannot be un- 
less a woman makes it so.

A Pressing Need 

February has been set aside as a special time to foster 
interest in the Catholic press. It is undeniable that the 
general public is coldly disinterested in religious litera- 
ture. Our present depression, with its necessary cur- 
tailment of expenditures, does not account for this fact. 
The cause lies deeper. True, at times in history, Catho- 
lic literature has been in demand, but in the majority of 
instances, we find secular writings substituted for those 
of a philosophical nature. There are some people who 
join enthusiastically in public novenas and practice pri- 
vate devotions, but would not consider reading a book 
on Catholic doctrine or even a novel introducing elements 
of Catholic practice. They will subscribe to Catholic 
periodicals — yes. But too often they permit them to lie 
about unread, instead of carefully perusing them them- 
selves, and then passing them on to others. 

Every Pope since Pius X has advocated a Catholic 
press. Bishops have encouraged the movement. Parish 
priests have tried to promote interest in Catholic litera- 
ture. Many churches have racks of pamphlets dealing 
on historical and current religious topics. These should 
be well-read and widely circulated — but are they? Bet- 
ter advertising methods would increase the circulation 
of Catholic periodicals. At present they are distributed 
mainly through the individual subscription system. 
Catholic magazines and papers should be for sale outside

We all know the meaning of sportsmanship, but how 
many of us live up to the principles and ideals for whicn 
it stands? Yet sportsmanship is absolutely indispensable 
in the life of each and every individual if he expects 
to hold a high place in the public mind, form real, sin- 
cere friendships, and be always happy and agreeable. 
Sportsmanship not only gains for one the admiration 
of the crowd, but it gives one a certain self-satisfaction 
to know that he has done the right thing no matter what 
it has cost him. 

Be a modest winner and a good loser. Don’t be the 
least hesitant in congratulating your neighbor on her 
honest successes. But above all hold no grudge against 
persons who have had the fortune of excelling you in 
any particular event. Always remember that the best 
test of sportsmanship is in a losing team or individual. 
It costs you nothing to win but it costs you everything 
to lose. Your pride is hurt, all hope is shattered, and a 
bitter disappointment overcomes you. But if you are 
able to conquer all these passions and make the best of 
your defeat, you will be admired by everyone. For a 
person who knows how to take a defeat is much more 
worthy of praise than a winner. Everyone realizes that 
it takes defeats to lead to victory, and it takes defeats 
to build strong, noble character. 

Every student has a time in his school career when 
his sportsmanship is tested. There are basketball games, 
tennis tournaments, and individual events on field day 
when his athletic ability is contested. We must not 
feel, however, that the field meet is held only for the 
athletes of the school but it is a meet in which every 
student should participate in some way or other, in order 
that he might show his interest in school activities. It 
is true that every one can’t win, but every one who 
contributes his support can thereby add to the success of 
the day. For if we were all winners there would be no 
glory in winning, and when there is no glory in an enter- 
prise, there is no interest expressed. So let us all con- 
tribute our share of good will to add to the success of 
this undertaking.

“MIRROR FOR TOBY” 

Cecily Hallack 

(Macmillan, 1932, $3.00) 

"Toby O’Malley belonged, one felt, 
to the days of flowered silk waist- 
coats and top-boots. From his father 
he had inherited a voice whose beauty 
had to be heard — for it was as inde- 
scribable as color to the blind — and a 
talent with the brush so easy and 
splendid that many of his contempo- 
raries declared neither his singing nor 
his painting had ever cost him an hour 
of drudgery.” Such is the rather 
promising portrait of Toby O’Malley, 
the hero of Cecily Hallack’s “Mirror 
for Toby," the Catholic Book of the 
Month for January. 

A well-written Catholic love story 
of the modern school, “Mirror for 
Toby” achieves the coveted modern 
air of conventional unconventionality. 
Toby O’Malley, with a delightful 
abruptness, announces to Virginia 
Furnivall that he loves her deeply, 
sincerely, understandingly, and finish- 
es his avowal with the declaration 
that he cannot marry her. The sub- 
sequent struggles of this couple to 
find some way to overcome their dif- 
ficulties inspire situations as unusual 
as the characters who provide them. 
Strangely enough, the two who have 
the strongest influence on the lives 
of the lovers are not prominent, al- 
though their presence is strongly felt. 
Father Elstree, a man commonplace 
enough so far as externals go, proves 
a comfort to Virginia, while Sister 
Perpetua helps Toby by judicious ap- 
plications of sound advice and medi- 
cines which the uncomfortable recip- 
ient describes as “dynamite and sul- 
phur, with that fine top flavor of 
perished india-rubber.” 

In every way, “Mirror for Toby” is 
unique. There are delicate pictures 
of tenderness and grief and pathos. 
There are bursts of wit, delicate, 
pointed, refreshing. There are mo- 
ments of that true religious spirit 
which is never austere. And at last 
we see the secret of this beauty of 
expression. At the end of the last 
chapter, a short editor’s note explains 
the deep, honest piety of the one who 
conceived this novel: 

“Finished within the Octave of the 
Immaculate Conception.”

“MAGNIFICAT” 

Rene Bazin 

(Macmillan, 1932, $2.00) 

Rene Bazin needs no introduction to 
the world of discerning readers. But 
in “Magnificat” he has added to his 
already well-established fame. And 
the finest feature of this really fine 
book is its simplicity. There are no 
emotional outbursts, no sounding of 
the depths of human passion, no dra- 
matic catastrophies. The story is 
quiet and uneventful as the lives of 
the Breton peasants it portrays. 

The story is not unusual in the 
Catholic world. Gildas Maguern loves 
Anna, his cousin, as she loves him. 
There is no hindrance to their love — 
except one. Gildas feels that he is 
called by a higher love, a divine love 
than transcends all earthly affection. 
There are some difficulties connected 
with the fulfillment of this call: Gil- 
das is the oldest son and is needed at 
home, he has not had an adequate pre- 
paratory education, and he has still 
his military term to serve. But Anna, 
once she is convinced of the sincerity 
of his vocation, does all in her power 
to help him along his chosen path, 
as she alone has the ability to do. 
Then, finally, Gildas reaches his 
heart’s desire, a parish not of the 
rich and cultured, but of the poor, 
whom he can understand so well. 

The whole story is told with won- 
derful sympathy and insight, and un- 
folds an adequate development of the 
thought implied in the title, “Magnifi- 
cat anima mea Dominum.”

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The 1932-33 basketball season has 
reached its final stage with only two 
remaining games on the schedule, one 
with Sion, March 4, at the Steuben 
Club, and the last with Ward High 
School of K. C. K., March 10, on our 
home court. 

Teams of former years have gained 
a reputation for sportsmanship and 
ability. Such stars as Genevieve Cun- 
ningham, the Tollerton twins, Marie 
Planii^xan, Mary Virginia Downey, 
Mary McCallum, and others, made 
the St. Teresa teams formidable con- 
testants to meet.

They have won six 
games out of seven so far, and have 
hope of winning the remaining two 
encounters. 

The initial victory of the year was 
scored when the Academy defeated St. 
Vincent’s on the latter’s court, a com- 
paratively easy victory as the score, 
36-16, indicates. This game was a 
pre-season one, played early in De- 
cember. No other game was scheduled 
until after the holidays. 

St. Vincent’s was defeated in a re- 
turn game, January 27, on the home 
court. 

On Friday, the thirteenth of Febru- 
ary, the Gold and White were con- 
quered by their old rivals, Loretto, in 
the most exciting encounter of the 
season. Returning to the game after 
a listless first half, the Windmoor 
players worked steadily, piling up 
score after score until the whistle 
ended the game, 34-32. Defeat only 
seemed to spur the team on to greater 
effort, 'the result of which was a vic- 
tory over the Loretto team in the re- 
turn game, February 10. 

Listed among the year’s victories 
were two conquests of Redemptorist 
High School, January 20, and again, 
February 17. Both games were nota- 
ble as the first victories St. Teresa 
has scored over Redemptorist and 
were exceptional for this quality alone. 

Ward High School fell easy victims 
for the team, February 3, in the first 
meeting St. Teresa has arranged with 
that school. More enthusiasm and ex- 
citement was aroused among the stu- 
dents over this game than any other. 
The parade to Kansas City, Kansas, 
was one of the notable features of the 
school’s activities so far this year. 

With such a splendid record, the 
team requires only the cooperation of 
the students to bring the season to a 
successful close.

“University life in Spain is decidedly 
different from that in our country,” 
declared Miss Margaret Borserine in 
a recent lecture at St. Teresa Col- 
lege. The student there, according 
to Miss Borserine, may register at the 
university and either attend the class- 
es or study privately, as he prefers. 
If he is able to pass the examinations 
at the end of the year he is entitled 
to his degree, whether he was present 
at the university classes or not. For 
the student who studies privately, 
however, the examinations are more 
complete and detailed. 

School-life in Spain would be a ver- 
itable paradise for some American pu- 
pils, since, as Miss Borserine says, 
no pupil there need make haste to 
get to class on time.

There is a great difference between 
American and Spanish customs re- 
garding women’s education. The 
young women of Spain seldom regis- 
ter for a complete university course 
or prepare for a career. When they 
have finished their convent high-chool 
training, they usually pursue only a 
few languages or literature courses in 
college. 

Social life in Spain is carried on to 
about the same degree as in America, 
Miss Borserine recounted. Formal 
dress fashions are obtained directly 
from Paris and observed strictly. 
Dances and balls are common, but 
each couple attending must be chap- 
eroned. Never are an unmarried 
young man and woman allowed to con- 
verse alone, except through the girl’s 
“love window” or over a balcony, and 
never is a young lady out on the 
streets without a companion, if repu- 
tation is at all esteemed. 

Miss Borserine is the daughter of 
Mr. and Mrs. L. H. Borserine, 3908 
Benton Boulevard. She departed for 
Spain in November, 1931, following 
the completion of her work at St. Te- 
resa College. After a year’s study at 
the University of Murcia in southern 
Spain, she traveled extensively in Eu- 
rope before sailing home.
